Lamp-posts are being erected in the settlement, and streets and 
drains progressing well. The Yedo Railway is to be finished in 
about eight months. The line will probably go straight across 
from Benten to Kanagawa. 

The Yokoska Docks are likely to be opened for ships withiu 
six months. An intelligent Japanese officer, who was five years 
with Messrs. Napier, of Glasgow, is superintending officer of the 
Yokoskn Dockyard, the French foundry at Yokohama, and the 
arsenal at Nagasaki. Yedo land sales took place last week, and 
several lots were sold at prices which I think will hardly remu- 
nerate the purchasers, as Yedo can never be of importance to 
foreigners, Yokohama having too much of a start. 

The natives are looking forward to a very successful year of 
sales of tea, silk, and silkworms’ eggs ; but the foreigners: have 
met with severe losses in rice, oil, beans, and sugar. 

In Yedo all is quiet, and I hear of no changes. The Daimios 
still remain in their countries, but some will aad come to 
this capital for their Parliamentary duties. Chinaman has 
been detected in forging kinsats, and is to suffer death. The 
races are over, and passed off well. A fine organ, built at New 
York, is on its way for our church, and great credit is due to Mr. 
Pearson for his exertions in obtaining it. One of Liebe’s ice 
machines has been introduced into the settlement, and is greatly 
appreciated. It turns out one or two tons daily. The new 
theatre is to he opened in a month by Messrs. Merry and Pearson, 
and other well-known amateurs. 

TWO WEEKS LATER VIA SAN FRANCISCO. 

The ‘steamship China, from Hong Kong, June 11 and Yoko- 
hama June 22, arrived on July 13. She brought 1,097 packages 
of tea, 130 packages of silk, and 20 packages of general merchan- 
dise for New York by the Pacific Railruad. She also brought 
7,814 packages of tea, 171 packages of silk, and 40 packages of 
general merchandise for shipment via Panama. The China had 
660 passengers, including 67 United States sailors, 560 Chinamen, 
and 7 Japanese. ° 

A Japanese conspiracy to fire the city of Osaka had been dis- 
covered, and numerous arrests of people implicated in the plot 
had been made. 

Doubts had been expressed whether the Japanese Loan can be 
legally raised in the English markets. The Oriental Bank refuses 
to accept any responsibility in regard to the transaction. 

The principal Government officials were debating whether to 
assist the Coreans in expelling foreigners from Corea, and assist- 
ing that country as a dependency of Japan. 

. A treaty of commerce would soon be made between Japan and 
eru. 

The advices of the new crop of silk were satisfactory. A num- 
ber of sales had been made at $770. The export of silkworm 
eggs was expected to fall short of the estimate, on account of the 
ravages of disease. Some of the provinces near Yokohama will 
scarcely produce a card this year.

TIENTSIN, 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

Taking it for granted that anything showing Chinese life and 
character may be useful to you at present, I give you an account 
of how rice is conveyed from Tientsin to Tungchow. The account 
was given me by the crew of the boat in which I came down from 
Tungchow the other day. 

The boatman received notice on the ninth day of the second 
moon that his boat was required for service by Government; in 
fact, impressed. On the thirtieth day of the third moon he left 
Tientsin for Tungchow with 80 tons of rice. Had there been suffi- 
cient water in the Peiho his boat could have taken 150 tons. He 
was thirteen days in getting to Tungchow, a distance of 400 li by 
water, or 70 miles or 210]i by land. The boat received as freight 
230 cash per ton (1250 cash to the dollar) for 80 tons, equal to 
cash 18,400. a

To make up the measurement of the rice stated he puts in water 
enough to swell it up to the mark. ‘his was white rice ; had it 
been the common brown, or red rice, they would have added 
finely pounded earth to make up the measurement.

The river is full of sandbanks and spits, and 
it would cost as much to dredge it as to make a railway between 
Gientsin and Tungchow. While a railway would have taken up 
the rice in four hours, the boat took ¢hirteen days. While gix per 
gent. of the rice was stolen, anda large portion of the rest damaged 
by boat, the railway would have taken up every grajn of it un- 
injured. 

fee the sbove acoount you can easily see who gre the parties 
who profit by this state of things ; no one but the mandarins and 
heir hangers-on, from highest to lowest. Asa proof that even 
high mandarins engage in such practices, I give you a story that 
ean be vouched for. 

At Peking on one occasion, not very long ago, the mandarin in 
eharge of the granaries there went in state, as 18 usual on sych 
occasions, to open a granary and distribute rice to the poor. The 
door was opened, ard the granary found empty. My informant 
said that Prince Kung was very wroth at this, and on being asked 
why the mandarin was not punished, the reply of my informant 
was that the mandarin was of too high rank to be easily punished. 
Again I ask you, who gains by these thefts and squcezes? It is 


pot the poor who are ground to the dust. Set your moralist to 


work ; he cannot be too hard on these rapacious wretches, who 
thus rob the poor under the namo of benefiting them. 





SHANGHAI. 

Dates by this opportunity extend to the 9th June. The out- 
ward mail of 22nd April arrived on the 5th June. Telegrams to 
the 17th May had been received. 

fhe Fri King from Hankow arrived outside Woosung, and pro- 
eveded to sea early on the 8th, with 11,540 chests 5,332 half-chests 
and 2,458 boxes tea on board. She is the first steamer to get away 
with the new teas. The Diomed followed on the 9th. 

The first report of the new Anglo-American Council has been 
published. The principal points referred to are the extension of 
the Broadway to Yang-tze-poo, the erection of a police telegraph ; 
and tl:e intention to enforce the erection of gutters on houses in the 
Settlement. It is also proposed to follow the example of the French 
@ouncil in erecting railings along the face of the Yang-king-pang. 
Reference is made to a plan for bunding the face of the Soochow 
Creek ; we hope this will be so arranged as to work in with a new 
bund line for the river. The latter seems to us to be the more 
pressing requirement. 

M. Millot has been clected President, and Mr. Forbes Vice-Pre- 
sident, of the French Municipal Council. 

Much dissatisfaction is expressed at the withdrawal of the P. and 
O. Company’s steamer announced to load at Hankow for London. 

A new cra is, we understand, this season to be inaugurated in 
the Hanhow tea trade, by the despatch of a ship, the Adbyn’s 
Jsle, for Australia direct. Hitherto the supply for that country 
has been drawn, almost exclusively, from Foochow.]

We have the unexpected news from Yunnan that the Im- 
erialists are really making vigorous headway against the 
fahomedans. The two Imperialist armies, says our informant, 
commanded respectively by Tang-ta-men and Chen-foo-tay, 
have been victorious both at Chao-chong and near the capital. 
“Some strong and important forts, together with several rich and 

owerful Mahomedan chiefs, have fallen into the hands of the 

mperialists. But the victors are pitiless towards the vanquished, 
and put all to the sword. There’ hardly seems any hope Icft to 
the Tghomadaaa save in their capital city of Talj, where their 
petty wwler Tou-wep-sion jg ensconced. And I believe that thia 
wil] goon fall before the gannop of Mr. Moureps. The capture of 
a gelebrated fors gear the capital, which hag provonelt kept in 
awe all the Chinese army, is entircly attributed to the khai-hao- 
phao (grape shot, éit. blowing-flowers-cannon) which this officer 
directs. There is thus a glimpse of peace shining over these 
foggy mountains; and we may hope ere long to see the most 
important eee of the province cleared of the rebels and re- 
opened to the Imperialists.” The Mr. Mourens named is, we be- 
lieve, an Englishmen. formerly in charge of a Chinese gunboat at 

anton, who lately let Hankow with onc foreign (Greek) com- 
panion for Yunnan, with some European firearms destined to help 
the Viceroy against the Mahomedan rebels. There, as in the case 
of the Taipings. foreign cannon seem to be deciding the day. 

The following from Iankow, is from a letter from that port on 
the opening of the tea market :—‘“ What will people think of us? 
In the face of a stock much larger than anticipated, brought 
about by a less demand for tea than we calculated on, we ship, 
through the Suez Canal, on the top of a stock under which the 
unfortunate merchants are already groaning, full cargoes by the 
the steamers Lrl King, Diomed, Agamemnon, and, I am given to 
understand, Sunda and United Service also ; to be further followed 
by several other steamships from Shanghai, and a ficct of clip- 
pers from the same place. Had the produce the merit of great 
cheapness, some slight extenuation of the aggravated circum- 
stances might be advanced ; but when it is known that much of 
the tea is just at {the old-fashioned scale of price, and that pro- 
duced purchased in Shanghai last year greatly cheaper, resulted 
unsatisfactorily, what will be thought of the present operations ?” 


THE CONVENTION OF PEKING. 

At a meeting of the Asiatic Society, held on the 16th of May, 
Mr. Michie, Vice-President, in the chair, Mr. J. Barr Robertson, 
of Bull, Purdon and Oo., read the following paper on “The Con- 
vention of Peking” :— 

It has been frequently remarked of late that now for the first 
time we are negotiating a treaty with the Chinese Government on 
terms of equality, and in a time of profound peace. ‘Ihe treaty 
of Tientsin opened up the north of China, and the lower Yangtse, 
to foreign commerce, and thus gave us access to all the more im- 
portant commercial cities on the seaboard, and to 600 miles of 
the great artery of the empire. Fortunate was it, both for 
foreigners and Chinese, that the events at Canton in 1856 raised 
in the minds of the British and French Governments the question 
of the necessity of dealing with the central government at Peking, 
and of still further opening the empire to foreign enterprise. Wit 
the Treaty of Tientsin, the era of extorting concessions by force of 
arms has closed, and it is fortunate that all the more important con- 
cessions were obtained before the change in the views of British 
statesmen. The field of Treaty revision is practically limited by 
two conditions, namely, by the extent of the concessions which the 
Chinese are likely to yield, and by the limits within which the 
British Government are willing to accept any further extension 
of Treaty rights that may be obtainable by their representative. 

The Treaty of Tientsin provides for two distinct objects: first, 
for security of life and property ; and, secondly, for certain trad- 
ing privileges, and a certain tariff of duties, dc., to be charged, 
Now, it is in respect of the first of these two objects that China 
differs from every civilised country. The sccurity of life and pro- 
perty, to which the Chinese are accustomed, falls so far short of 
the Western standard that we have been unable to accept it; and, 
therefore, the Treaty Powers have been compelled to reserve all 
jurisdiction over their nationals and their property. This special 
jurisdiction, unknown amongst civilised nations, is indispensablo 
here ; and it is because it is indispensable that the British Govern- 
ment cannot leave anything relating to the security of the lives 
of British residents to the discretion of the Chinese officials. In 
respect of this provision foy necessary protection, Lord Clarendon’s 
published instructions do not, in my opinion, meet the wants of 
the case ; and on this phase of our Treaty relations there is room 
for a firm remonstrance. 

But, turning now to the second object of the Treaty, namely, 
that of trading privileges and tari of duties, we find that in 
these matters China stands more nearly on an equality with 
foreign countries. On this question of trading privileges, and 
tariff also, the Treaty Powers do not all stand on the same footing. 
Great Britain represents the principle of free trade for itself, and 
of protection for its colonies; the United States represent the 
principle of protection in a very exaggerated form ; France, Ger- 
many, and Spain followin a milder strain ; and Russia represents 
the exclusive political economy of the last century. 

We cannot conceal from ourselves that nothing but the un- 
exawpled inertness of the Chinese G@»vernment stands in the way 
of their dictating the terms of a much higher tariff than the 
existing one; and, as the Chinese are by no means behind tho 
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age in the amount of their levies, we would have extreme 
difficulty in offering a satisfactory vindication of any ene we 
might make to interfere with whatever tariff they were deter- 
mined to institute. 

However, to pass the main features of the Convention the case 
may be summarised thus :—in return for an increased duty on 
opium and on silk the Chinese Government undertake to permit 
all foreign imports (opium excepted) to pass freely into the nine 
treaty-port provinces without any restriction or exaction whatever, 
and into the other provinces (excepting Manchuria) under transit- 
passes, to be granted without charge on payment at the ror of 
entry of full import duty as at present, and half import duty in 
lieu of all transit duties. Chinese produce intended for foreign 
export is to be brought from the interior and shipped without 
other charge than tariff duty and a half; so that the predomi- 
nent stipulations of the Convention are increased duty on opium 
and silk, against a fixed charge on the foreign trade of the tariff 
duty and a half. ; 

The duty on opium is to be raised from Tls. 30 tq Tis. 50 per 
picul, and is to remain under its present exceptional conditions as 
to transit. It is impossible to object to it on economical grounds, 
because the Indian Novetmiicat derive from the opium exported 
about Tis. 200 per chest, and, therefore, it is laid down at the 
ports of China at an enormous advance upon its cost of produc- 
tion ; and the question in reality is, whether ig the Indian or the 
Chinese Government to get the benefit of the immense difference 
in pee, between the cost of production and the rate at which it 
sells in the markets of China, namely, in taxes alone, about Tls. 
230 per picul? India finds the producers and the drug, China 
finds the consumers; ought India to have large duties or China, 
or ought they to share them equally? At present, China is con- 
tent to allow India to have Tis. 200 of the spoil; and, in order 
that this sum may not suffer any diminution by competition, the 
Chinese Government are sufficiently accommodating, as we learn 
from the Chamber of Commerce delegates’ report on the trade of 


the Upper Yangtse, as to impose duties on the native grown opium, 
passing from Sze-chuen to Shanghai, to the extent of nearly Tis. 
150 per picul. 


It will, doubtless, be argued that the British Minister was not 
entitled to stipulate for the payment of a higher import duty, 
without coming to some satisfactory arrangement on the question 
of the barrier duties, to be levied in transit. I can see no neces- 
sary reason which imposed upon Sir Rutherford Alcock any such 
course. Opium ig one of those articles which ought to be sub- 
jected to the highest taxation that it can bear, and China will do 
well to extract from it the maximum revenue. 7 

Phe next point to be considered is that of the proposed increase 
in the silk duty, namely from Tis. 10 to Tls. 20. This is objected 
to because China silk has to compete with European silk, and an 
addition to the export duty must place the former, by so much, at 
a disadvantage in the European market. a 

" IF the defenders of the increased duty insist that the Chinese 
are yesolved to have Tls. 20 per picul, and that there are adyan- 
tages in the Convention that outweigh this additional tax, then, 
I think, we have ne option but to agree with them. ; 

There are, however, much more conclusive reasons in favour of 
consenting to double the silk duty than the simple wish of the 
Chinese Government, than the necessity of conforming to the 5 per 
cent.ad valorem basis, or than the opinion which has been expressed 
that silk can afford to pay the additional burden. On the question 
of transit dues, in connection with silk, I will deal separately ; 
and I, therefore, conclude that, as the Convention provides for 
the legalisation of rather less than the amount of the duties with 
which silk is at present charged, the proposed nominal increase 
of tariff duty ought to be approved. 

The commutation of all transit dues whatever, on a basis of 23 
per cent. ad valorem, has been pronounced g failure, and three prin- 
cipal reasons have been alleged as producing this result—first, that 
the fiscal system of the Empire being founded on taxes on goods in 
transit, the native authorities have been unable, and in many cases 
unwilling, to adapt themselves to a change which, by a single pay- 
ment, commutes all these charges ; secondly, that many of the 
local’ authorities are unwilling to forego taxes that have been 
farmed out to them, and that the corruption of the mandaring is 
too deep-seated for them to abandon sources of revenue which 
they can continue to profit by, without regard to the wishes of the 
Peking Government ; and, thirdly, that all the proceeds of the 
transit pass system, or, as has been held more recently, at least 
considerable part of them, are transmitted to Peking, thus de- 
priving the provincial Government of part of their appropriato 
revenue. But Iam by no means satisfied that inland taxation is 
50 heavy as is generally assumed. : 

The conclusion, therefore, at which I think there aro ample 

ounds for arriving, is that the amount of inland taxation has 

een exaggerated, and that in Hoonan, Szechuen, Shantung, 

Shansi, and Shensi, foreign goods are offered at prices but litte 
enhanced by taxation ; and in Hoonan especially we can scarcely 
expect, under any circumstances, to lay down our goods at prices 
lower than those now current there. 

The British Government propose to commute all inland taxes 
whatever by payment at the port of entry of a fixed duty. If 
this fixed duty were merely a fraction of the various taxes for 
which it was offered as an equivalent, there would be little hope 
of its being voluntarily accepted by the Chinese authorities, and 
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I think the British Government would refrain from pressing it. 
But from the fact that it will be impossible for goods to evade 
this duty at the port, snd that, consequently, all imports and ex- 
ports will be subjected to it, a commutation on a basis of 2} per 
cent. ad valorem, or, more correctly, half the tariff duty, will, in 
reality, probably not be very much less than an equivalent for the 
inland taxation now levied. The Chinese will have the advantage 
of the full tax on every parcel of goods, the proceeds will be 
placed in their hands without any of the expense, uncertainty, 
and irregularity of the present system, and this maximum of 
benefit from the commuted duty of 24 per cent. will be equivalent 
to a higher amount levied in their more primitive and less econo- 
mical fashion. Thus, I regard this proposed levy of 24 per cent. 
at the port as an advantage both to ourselves and the Chinese. 

I am, therefore, bound to conclude that, so far as Mr. Johnson 
and others maintain that the Treaty of Tientsin did not contem- 
plate the distinctive privileges of foreign and native ownership of 
goods, their views will not bear examination. How far this dif- 
ferential stipulation in favour of foreigners could be founded 
on any just principle it is unnecessary for me to consider 
now that the removal of the distinction is provided for by the 
Convention. It is well, also, not to overlook the fact that the 
transit system, even as limited to foreign ownership, is extending. 
When the Treaty of Tientsin was framed, foreigners were im- 
pressed with the idea that they could, if permitted, appropriate 
at least a considerable share of the internal trade in articles en- 
tering into foreign commerce, and therefore Lord Elgin stipu- 
lated for the permission. But since that time opinion has under- 
gone considerable modification, and we are now tolerably well 
convinced that we cannot compete on equal terms with the 
natives; and that, therefore, the provision that excludes natives 
from the benefit of the transit pass system is one of the great 
obstacles in the way of extended commerce. Still, even with the 
limitation to foreign ownership only, the transit pass system has, 
contrary to the opinion that we have been accustomed to accept, 
on insufficient grounds, gone on progressing ; although, of course, 
it ig needlegs to say jt has not been carried out in its integrity in 
terms of the Treaty. The following are the figures pertaining to 
it for the last six years :—

Thus wo see that the system is extending ; and as the amount 
of internal trade dope by foreigneys is insignificant, it can only 
be from an extension of the operation of the commutation to 
native ownership that we can hope for any much more important 
resjlts. 

Passing now to the non-Treaty-port Provinces, it is provided 
that there the Transit Pass system shall have effect, without, 
however, any further payment than the Tariff duty and a half at 
the port of entry. Ke additional tax whatever is to he paid; 
but, as in these provinces less is known of foreign goods and 
foreign methods than ip the others, the Transit Pass system is to 
conptinug in them for the better protection of the foreign trade, 
where the Peking Goyernment seem to be less confident of their 
ability to carry the system of free transit into successful operation. 

As to the remaining stipulations in the Convention, the open- 
ing of Wuhu and Wenchow; the right of carrying goods into 
the interior in vessels not propelled by steam, and of residing 
there under passport; bonded warehouses; steam tug on the 
Poyang Lake ; certain changes as to tea bonds, drawbacks, mani- 
fests, tonnage dues, &. ; reduction of duty on a few minor arti- 
cles, and abolition of duty on materials used in docks for repair 
of ships; certain of the advantages of a Treaty port to be ex- 
tended to Hong Kong; the appointment by China of Consuls in 
any of the ports in the British dominions, &c.—as to all these, 
I repeat, there is little ta be suid ; they are so insignificant that 
it is scarcely necessary to do more than name they. 

[t is impossible nof to regret that steam communicatioa hag 
not been extended by the Convention ; and that one or two more 
leading centres of trade on the vast water-ways that intersect 
the empire, have pot been added to the list of open ports. But 
we cannot control these tendencies. We havo passed into a stage 
of international relations where the influence of pressure has 
ceased to pervade our policy, and where the weak and obstructive 
opposition of the Chinese rulers to beneficial changes is accepted 
as the enlightened conduct of progressive statesmansbip. And ag 
the question of revision can, by the Conyention, again be raised 
at any time, I think it would hea mistaken policy to reject the 
terms that are now offered. 

After some remarks by Mr. Hertz, and the Rev. on Syle, 

Mr. Kingsmill remarked that circumstances in China, in 1869 
were not very unlike what they were before the breaking out of 
the Arrow war, and that we were rapidly drifting into he same 
path which had proved go disastrous in those years. He felt that, 
in this assemblage, there were few who did not agree with him in 
condemnation of a Convention made, as Mr. Robertson suggested, 
at the instance of a feeble Ministry at home. With no other na- 
tion were treaties required for the conduct of trade, and he did 
not see why China should be the only exception. ‘The alleged 
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benefits ef the Convention were that our goods were to penetrate 
inte the interior, in return for which they were to pay a much 
heavier rate of taxation. Here he differed from the principle of 
this instrument ; in the one case we gave up to China a large 
additional tax, while, in return, we gained nothing but a bare 
promise. 

Mr. Medhurst, H.B.M. Consul, would wish to point out one or 
two important considerations in connection with Mr. Robertson’s 
able paper. In the first place, much stress had been placed by 
Mr. Robertson, and all other persons in favour of the Conven- 
tion, on the fact that it had been voluntarily conceded by the Chi- 
nese, and had not been the result, like previous treaties, of warlike 
pressure. So far from the Chinese deserving any credit in this 
respect, he thought it was very much the other way. 

The second point worthy of notice Mr. Medhurst considered to 
be the unreliableness of all treaties with China, owing to the dis- 
advantageous circumstances under which these are concluded, as 
far as foreigners are concerned. ‘This, at any rate, had been the 
experience of past years ; and the speaker thought the day was 
still far distant when both parties could be said to enter into such 
compacts upon a common footing, and with the same commend- 
able, reliable spirit actuating both sides. 

Mr. Hanbury, of Bower, Hanbury and Co., said he had listened 
with much pleasure to the valuable and elaborate paper of Mr. 
Robertson, with much of which he entirely agreed ; and he was 
glad to find some one with the courage fairly to set before them 
the arguments that could be adduced on what might be called the 
unpopular side of the question. An immense difference existed 
between the circumstances attending the signing of the treaty of 
Tientsin, ten years ago, and those obtaining at the time of the 
conclusion of the Convention of Peking; in the one case, the 
Chinese were ready to sign anything and everything to secure 
peace from their victors ; now, however, the pressure had been re- 
moved, and the Convention was the result of two years’ hard work 
and earnest endeavour, on the part of Sir Rutherford Alcock, to 
obtain the best terms possible for the mercantile interests he re- 
presented. It was useless for the China merchants to shut their 
eyes to the fact that a position of equality in negotiating treaties 
had been conceded to the Chinese by European nations, and by 
the United States. And what did equality mean ?—As regards 
the tariff, it meant the right that no statesman would for a 
moment question in the case of Greece, Portugal, Turkey, and other 
weak nationalities, that of fixing the rate at which they would 
admit the manufactures of other countries, without so much as 
consulting thi eother countries. 

We have h ard much, in the present day, of the need for pro- 
gress, and the acceptance of Western ideas, among the Chinese, 
Speaking as a merchant, and from a selfish point of view, he 
trusted there might be, in one sense, no more progress until the 
Convention w> .ratified ; for it was only the ignorance and inert- 
ness of the Cl nese Government that kept them from perceiving 
that their tari Fis the lightest in the world, and the amount of 
revenue raised by it insignificant when compared with other na- 
tions. Let them become a little more enlightened and they would 
not be slow to see that the English Government raises from the 
two articles, tea and opium, double the amount the Chinese de- 
rive from the whole foreign trade. He (Mr. Hy deender the day 
when the Chi nese would find out that they, too, had native manu- 
factures to protect ; and, taking example from what many con- 
sider the most advanced foreign nation—the United States— 
would demand 20, 30, or even 50 per cent. on textile fabrics. Nor 
could we conceal from ourselves the fact, however unpalatable, 
that neither the English nor any foreign nation was at all likely 
to go to war to compel the acceptance, by the Chinese, of a low 
tariff. Having, therefore, a moderate tariff in the Convention 
presented to us, he would counsel its acceptance. 

The Chairman, Mr. A. Michie, of Chapman, King, and Co., said 
that it had been observed that such rapid changes had taken 
SS in political opinion that ten years later the treaty of 

ientsin wonld have been impossible. We were now astonished 
at the determination of Great Britain and America to treat China 
as their equal, though they made the rather important reserva- 
tion of declining to trust it with the lives of their people. But 
the records of British intercourse with China show that, in the 
days of the East India Company, Great Britain dealt with 
China as with a superior, so that the present temper of 
our Government is not really so retrograde as appears. 
We must fight our way as we have done before, expecting steady 
opposition on the part of those who ought to be wiser ; but there 
is no doubt we shall succeed in opening up China sooner or later. 
It is a mistake to suppose that future Treaties with China must 
necessarily be worse than those that have preceded them. 

Mr. Robertson briefly replied to Mr. Kingsmill. He entirely 
agreed with Mr. Hanbury in thinking that the entire burdens on 
the foreign trade were not such as we could complain of, and 
that so long as civilised governments impose prohibitive tariffs it 
was difficult to see how we could compel the Chinese to reduce or 
not to raise their low tariff. He did not think the Convention 
the best arrangement that could be proposed, but that was not 
the question. It was the best that we were likely in the mean- 
time to get, and he considered it would be a mistake to refuse it, 


and to have to continue under the stipulations of the Treaty of 
Tientsin. :

Rice has considerably declined in value, owing to the last advices

1.20 per picul for Namuan, and $1.40 per picul for Nasuan mill 
cleaned Rice, put on board in the river in mat bags. Paddy has 
continued firm during the past few weeks, the natives being most 
unwilling to make any abatement in rates, owing to their fears 
as to the shortness of this crop and the. possibility of stocks be- 
coming too scanty before the arrival of the next. As there is, 
however, very little work for the steam mills, and a comparatively 
small demand for Rice, we hope to see an easier market very 
shortly, although we are not sanguine of any very material fall 
taking place. A slight decline in the prices of Paddy shows that 
the news from Hong Kong is beginning to be felt among those 
who supply us with the grain, but under any circumstances we 
do not expect this season to see Namaun Rice much below $1.20

The distribution of the convicts is here set down with great 
plainness ; the only division not quite clear is under the head of 
public works—namely, public works within the gaol and public 
works outside the gaol. What public works, beyond the hewing 
of afew stones and the fitting of wood work, can possibly be 
carried on inside the goal? and yet it would seem from the table 
that 609 men are so employed, against 387 employed on public 
works outside the gaol. But the item which yal most attract 
attention is the number of convicts set down under the head of 
messengers, orderlies, and punkah pullers. Out of the 2,076 
effective convicts, no less than 432 are employed in these voca- 
tions. 

The Mohr reports that on the 21st June, when off the Little 
Carrimons, she sighted a schooner lying on her beam ends, The 
vessel was boarded and found to have been abandoned. Two 
Europeans and four of the crew were left in charge, until the 
Mohr could come to New Harbour and coal; after doing which 
she returned to the Carrimons and brought the schooner in tow. 
The vessel is evidently the one that had been abandoned on 
Friday last, by a Nacoda and his crew. The former states that 
whilst on his passage from Samarang to Singapore, with a cargo 
of rattans and other produce, valued Rs. 50,000, and when 
abreast of the Carrimons, it being dark, he resolved to pass the 
night there, he therefore took in sails and let go the anchor, on 
which the vessel capsized and settled on her stern; he and his 
crew then took to their boats and came to Singapore.

PENANG. 


The cargo of coal of the Ystavat, Russian vessel, which caught 
fire at sea and was towed in here on the 2nd of March last by 
the P. and O. steamer Travancore, has been sold by auction. 
‘he coal only realised $1.75 per ton all round. This for Cardiff 
coal may be considered cheap. 

The barque Andes, belonging to Penang, on the night of May 20, 
grounded on a sand bank near er Pedro, on the north coast of 
Acheen, and by noon of the following day she was found to have 
sprung a leak and was full of water. She was surrounded bya 
number of Achinese, when three or four hundred men boarded the 
ship and took possession of her. The Nakoda had gone to Acheen, 
which was only a few hours’ distance, to procure assistance, and the 
Sultan sent one of his officers ; but he seems to have heen unable to 
exercise any effectual control over the natives, who removed every- 
thing on board that could be got at, and cut and carried away the 
rigging. ‘heChiefofthe placenear which the wreck occurred made 
an agreement with the Nakoda, by which the latter wasto receivea 
third of the property saved, and this arrangement is said to have 
been observed as regards the articles which came to the Chief's 
own hands, but it is asserted that a number of the other persons 
engaged in saving the cargo, &c., refused to abide by it. The crew 
were brought to Penang by the Therese, which arrived here on the 
14th instant. The colonial steamer Rainbow left this on the 3rd 
June for Acheen, and it is to be hoped that she may have made 
some inquiries into the matter. The story of the Nakoda is pro- 
bably exaggerated, but itis very desirable that some inmsdiate 
investigation should be made on the spot by a Government officer 
into the circumstances, and if it is found there was the pillage al- 
leged, that a requisition should be made on the Sultan of Acheen 
for restitution or compensation.

MASSACRE OF CHRISTIANS IN CHINA. 

(July 25th.) Colonel Syxes asked the Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether it had come to the knowledge of the Foreign- 
Office, officially or otherwise, that the Chinese had perpetrated out- 
rages on Christians in China, attended with losa of life. 

Mr. Orway regretted to say that it had come to the knowledge of the 
Foreign-office both officially and otherwise, that the Chinese had per- 
petrated outrages of the nature described by the hon. and gallant 

entleman. A telegraphic despatch from Sir Andrew Buchanan, dated 

t. Petersburg, July 14, stating that “ official confirmation had beech 
received of an insurrectionary movement at Tientsia against French - 
men and Catholic missionaries. Fourteen Frenchmen and three 
Ruesians had been killed. French consulate and missionary residence 
destroyed by fire. Outrage excited by suspicion that children had 
been put to death by missionaries.” The Lieutenant-Governor of 
Hong Kong had telegraphed by another route: ‘‘ Serious disturbances 
at Tientsin. French consulate destroyed. Missionaries and Sisters of 
Charity attacked and murdered. Great excitement in northern porte. 
Ganboats left last evening from Hong Kong with 690 troops, to land 
if required.” This despatch was dated Tientsin, 6th Jaly, and arrived 
at the Foreign-office on the 28rd. 

Colonel Sykes: Have you any reports from our consular agent at 
Peking ? 

Mr. Orway: No; the outrage took place at Tientsin, and not at: 
Peking. 

THE DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR SERVICE IN CHINA. 

(29th.) in reply to Cotonel Syxes, Mr. Orway stated that Mr. Wade 
did not receive his full salary of £6,000 a-year at Peking. 

Mr. Hots, who had given notice of his intention to move a redac- 
tion in the vote of £7,850, withdrew his motion, because he could not 
do justice to it without occupying more time than could be spared at 
this late period of the session. Unless, however, there were a very 
marked decrease in the Estimates next year, he should bring the whole 
question before the House. He did not object to pay consuls well, 

at there were dozens of consuls more than were required. 

Mr. Orway said that some of the consuls had been already reduced, 
and that one or two others would not appear again in the Estimates. 
Upon the China Consular Estimates this year there was a saving of 
£9,903 ag compared with last year. 


THE P. AND O. COMPANY. 
(29th.) The Marquis of Hartinoron said notice had been given to 
he P. and O. Company that they would, in a given time, be required to 
‘establish a service by Brindisi. Information had been received by the 
Post-office that the tunnel under Mont Cenis would be completed 
in the autumn of next year; and, when it was, he did not know why

that route should be subject to greater uncertainty than any other. 
The examination of the accounts of the P. and O. Company had led 
to a considerable difference of opinion between the Post-office and 
the company as the mode in which those accounts ought to be Kept. 
The question was still under consideration, and, as it might be referred 
to arbitration, he would say no more at present. It was not yet settled 
what they would have to pay the company for last year, much less was 
it possible to gay what they should have to psy for this year. It was 
true that the postage to India was very high, but even with the present 
high rate the service was not a profitable one; nor could he hold out 
any hope at present that the rate should be reduced. 





CAPTAIN EYRE AND THE ” ONEIDA.” 

The following remarks relative to the judgment of the Court upon Capt. 
Eyre, of the Bombay, are from the Broad Arrow:—From beginning to 
end the whole affair is a singularly disastrous and unfortunate one, and it 
is due to the American Government to state that a most generous view 
has been taken of the case. Frankly admitting their own vessel was 
the cause of the collision, they merely make the complaint that 
Captain Eyre should have steamed away without ascerta‘ning the extent 
of the injury suffered by the Oneida ; while, on the other hand, the 
sentence pronounced by the court of inquiry at Yokohama, is, in this 
country, deemed by the authorities so mild that the Board of Trade 
has declared it “fell far short of what might have been pronounced.” 
In doing justice to the impartiality of the official tribunals, we must not 
altogether forget that there are two sides to the question, and that much 
may be said in behalf of Captain Eyre. It is stated that the Oneida 
was @ vessel converted into a sloop of war during the struggle between 
the North and the South, and at the time of the collision was in charge 
of a midshipman who, when the danger threatened, put her helm “a- 
starboard,” contrary to all the rules of recognised navigation. On the 
other hand, the Bombay was, according to the testimony of Sir 
John Elphinstone—no mean authority by the way—a well-appointed 
ship, handled in the best way to avoid the collision, and also to miti- 
gate the shock when the collision was inevitable ; and it was quite 
possible that the quarter gallery might have been carried away with- 
out any material damage having been supposed to have taken place. 
Then, again, it is just possible that the Onerda by continuing her course 
for at least five minutes-—some say fifteen—after the collision, was out 
of earshot of the Bombay when she fired her guns, and this may ac- 
count for Captain Eyre or his crew not hearing them, and consequently, 
not keeping a stationary position longer than he did. Under any 
circumstances, the incident is most painful, view it from whatever 
quarter we may. The error—if error there be—was momentary ; still 
it must not be forgotten that these errors must be visited with severity 
when there is even a suspicion of negligence in the preservation of 
human life. The imperious necessity of the public interests of navigat- 
ing nations requires that no efforts should be spared to prevent ship- 
wreck or loss of life; and in a matter affecting the deaths of 120 
persons, it ought not to be surprising that every atom of evidence 
should be carefully sifted, and the utmost pains taken to arrive ata 
decision which should not condemn Captain Eyre if he is blameless, 
or shield him if he is culpable. We have no wish to lighten the 
censure passed upon Captain Eyre if he is guilty of the grave act of 
inhumanity laid to his charge. But it is difficult to understand the 
sentence. If he deserted a veasel which he believed to be sinking, 
through injury caused by his own ship, then no amount of ceneure or 
reprobation can be snfficientiy severe, and the mere suspension of his 
certificate isa parody upon justice; but if this grave charge cannot 
be proved—and for the honour of our countrymen we trast it will not 
—hce is entitled to an acquittal, or, to say the least of it, that the Board 
of Trade should investigate anew and upon fresh evidence a charge 
which go seriously affects our reputation as Englishmen as well as that 
of Captain Eyre’s as a British seaman.

THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 

It will be seen in our Parliamentary intelligence that at 
last Government is able to announce that they have received 
intelligence relating to the Tientsin massacre. The first in- 
formation respecting this horrible offair was received by us 
through Grant’s Circular on the 4th inst., and our office was 
daily besieged by anxious inquiries from friends of those 
resident in Tientsin. What can Mr. Wank, the British 
representative at Peking, have been doing to omit the de- 
spatch of a telegram via Kiachta, and also by Galle? Surely 
one of the principal functions of our Ministers abroad is to 
keep Government au courant. Had Mr. Wane only been 
at the Foreign-office or occupied a seat in Parliament at 
the time the news reached us, and seen the miserable exhi- 
bition our Secretaries were driven to, it would have been 
such a lesson to him that any danger of a repetition of the 
error would most certainly have been removed. Again we 
have received, through Grant’s Circular, on 25th inst., an 
announcement that a Chinese ambassador had been de- 
spatched to France, and even this important and novel 
event is not officially known. It is a shrewd move on 
the part of the Chinese Government, and may be the 
means of saving them from the wrath of the French. We 
believe the Ambassador is CuuncHow, a superintendent of 
trade, well known to be favourable to foreigners, and who 
assisted at the negotiation of the Treaty of Tientsin. We 
cannot rely on the correctness of the telegram, which re- 
ports that 600 troops had been despatched to Tientsin from 
Hong Kong. We trust it is so, as there is nothing equal to 
u prompt demonstration in these cases to avoid ulterior con- 
sejuences, which are always fraught with more injury to 
both sides. If Mr. Wave has really taken this step of order- 
ing up troops we must congratulate him on his boldness ; it 
is au immense relief to all interested to know that he has so 
much altered in his conduct of our interests at Peking. We 
can assure him of support at home, should our Foreign-office 
be disposed to cavil at the step. 














THE TEA QUESTION. 

Tue disagreement between tea importers and the dealers 
or buyers has at last been settled by the latter consenting 
to the merchants’ terms in regard to the abolition of the 
super-tare. It is well that the dispute has been settled 
before the arrival of the new season’s teas, expected in a few 
days, per Hrl King and Diomed, but we cannot congratulate 
the merchants on the manner in which these negotiations have 
been conducted nor the manner in which they have yielded 
step by step at the dictation of the dealers. It forms a very 
bad precedent for any future difficulty which may crop up. 
While on the subject of tea we may notice with satisfaction 
that up to the latest telegrams from Foochow (June 29) the 
market had not been opened. This exhibits such determina- 
tion and admirable arrangement on the part of the represen- 
tatives in charge of the firms, to protect the interests of their 
employers, that we most heartily congratulate them. At last 
they have found it practicable to check their own impatience 
and allow stocks to accumulate until reasonable prices were 
accepted by the teamen. We know that in former years 
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Foochow has had 1 managers on the spot who have fought 
hard to carry out these views which we have so often reite- 
rated, and we hope this season to see its utility. 


COOLIE LABOUR IN CEYLON. 

THE latest advices from Ceylon suggest grave apprehen- 
sions that the increasing scarcity of coolie labour, unless 
speedily and earnestly counteracted, will operate most un- 
favourably on the growing prosperity of the country. Various 
causes, and some remedies, for the present unsatisfactory state 
of things are suggested by the Colombo Observer and its corre- 
spondents ; and the figures quoted in illustration of the ap- 
parent discontent of the ooolies are very startling. For the 
first five months of the present year the arrivals of immi- 
grants at ports in the Northern Province have been only 
10,000, againet 21,000 departures ; though this fact must 
not be taken in all its apparent importance, the present 
veing the season when departures always exceed arrivals 
to a certain extent. Nevertheless, when it is remem- 
bered that a good coolie can pick 10 cwts. of crop dur- 
ing the season, and that new estates are continually being 
brought under cultivation, it is evident that the slightest 
actual decrease in the number of coolies must be attended 
with wide-spread evil. The first and most obvious remedy 
for scarcity of labour is, of course, advanced wages ; but, with 
coffee at 65s. in the home market, this is a step which can 
only be taken with extreme caution. The evil appears to us 
to lie deeper than the mere question of wage ; and, indeed, the 
means hitherto adopted by the planters to secure a regularsup- 
ply—heavy coast advances, increased wages to head canganies, 
and even advanced rates of coolie pay—have generally failed 
of the desired effect. As a rule, able-bodied coolies now earn 
8d. a-day, women 7d., and children 6d. to 5d., according to 
age and strength. A coolie, if he is prudent and iu full work, 
can live with comfort, and save four or five shillings a month. 
The evil appears to us to lie in the want of united action among 
the planters and agents, It is to be feared that, in many 
cases, the spreading discontent of the coolies is caused by 
irregular work, occasionally arbitrary reductions of pay, the 
bad practice of keeping four or five months’ wages “ in hand,” 
and the serving out of inferior or adulterated rations. It is 
said that on some estates men can only get four days’ work a 
week, a greater number being employed on them than they 
can support, while other plantations are starving for want ol 
labour. If the planters and agents would unite in establish- 
ing one uniform rate of wages, and agree to divide their 
surplus hands among those who require them, a great step 
would be taken towards securing increased harmony between 
both masters and coolies. The least imposition by superin- 
tendents in supplying coolies with unwholesome or adulte- 
rated rice, or in “ marking off” half-day’s time without rea- 
son or warning, reacts to the disadvantage of the whole body 
of planters. Every coolie who returns to his country dis- 
gusted with such practices deters many others from coming 
to Ceylon at all. Hence the late increase in coast-advances, 
which is practically only the coolie’s guarantee for full wages. 
But there are other evils which equally demand the attention 
and united action of the planters. The coolies are gradually be- 
coming more and more addicted to drink. Arrack-shops, and 
places where the most poisonous so-called gin and brandy 
are sold without restraint, have sprung up in every village, 
with the most injurious consequences to industry, health, 
and even life. It is necessary that these places should be 
put down, or at least strictly regulated by the Govern- 
ment, if the coolie is not to be thoroughly demoralised. 
Nor should another precaution for the social well-being of 
the coolies be neglected; marriage should be encouraged, 
and the means of marriage be supplied by the importation 
of women coolies in greater proportion. There are still 
plenty of coolies to be found in the districts from which 
Ceylon has hitherto drawn her supplies, but it must be re- 
membered that the increasing demand for labour in India 
increases the reluctance of coolies to emigrate to a place 
where they are not sure of increasing their comfort. Rela- 
tively, we believe that coolies are not indisposed to prefer 
Ceylon to their own country, but such practices as we have 
alluded to have somewhat shaken their confidence in the pro- 
mises of the emigration agents. Let that be restored by the 
enforcement of the laws of moral and political economy, and 
there need be no fear that the maguifivent resources of Cey- 
lon will lack development for want of labour. 
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Waite we have been noticing, in almost every issue for 
Bome months, some item of progress by the Japanese, we 
are now startled by a telegram anuouncing that an insurrec- 
tion had broken out in the territory of a Daimio, and that 
1,400 people had been killed. The telegram comes via 
Galle, but no date is given, and os it was not reported via 
San Francisco as part of the news conveyed by the steamer 
which arrived there on the 13th inst. (with dates to 22nd 
June), we are disposed to doubt its correctness. 


M. Georroy has definitely accepted the appointment of 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of France 
to the Court of Peking. It was arranged when the offer was 
made to that gentleman that he should leave France for 
China in October, and it does not appear that any change 
has been made in that arrangement. M. Gzorroy has been 
diplomatically engaged in the United States, and is well ac- 
quainted with the English language.

THE CHINESE CONVENTION. 

‘We have some weeks since already announced that it was 
the intention of Her Majesty’s Government not to ratify the 
Convention of Sir R. Atcock, and this has been confirmed in 
Parliament by the Under Secretary for Foreign Affaire. The 
following despatch bas been sent by Lord GranviL.e to the 
Committee of Merchants, which very happily concludes the 
matter :— 

Her Majesty's Government have given their most attentive con- 
sideration to the representations that have been made to them by 
the merchants of fondon interested in the trade with China, and by 
different commercial associations in this country, and also in China, 
urging them to advise Her Majesty to withhold her ratification from 
the Convention signed at Peking on the 23rd of October last by Her 
Majesty's Plenipotentiary and those of the Emperor of China, and 
having for its object to improve and extend the commercial relations 
between the two countries, by securing for them advantages not pro- 
vided for in the Treaty of Ticntsin. 

Her Majesty's Government have received with much regret this gene- 
ral expression of dissatisfaction with the proposed arrangement. It 
was hoped that it might secure, at an inconsiderable eacrifice on the 
part of England, great immediate, and still greater prospective ad- 
vantages. It would, in their judgment, have omcted the textile in- 
dustry of the manufacturing districts by facilitating the importation 
of its Apa into the most important provinces of China; and, not 
to dwell on other minor advantages by which commerce might have 
eventually been developed, it would have relieved Chinese produce on 
ite way from the interior to British markets from undue exactions on 
ch of local authorities, 

er Majesty's Government have had to decide whether they should 
abide by their own impressions, and advise Her Majesty to ratify the 
Convention, or should defer to the adverse opinion which has been 
insisted upon by the mercantile community more directly concerned 
in thequestion. 

Although they are not free from doubt whether the decision which 
they take is calculated to promote the real interests of the commercial 
and industrial classes, Her Majesty’s Government have, nevertheless, 
determined to defer to the wishes expressed by the commercial bodies 
who have so urgently appealed to them, and they have accordingly 
advised Her Majesty to withhold her ratification from the Convention 
of the 23rd of October last; and they will forthwith announce to the 
Chinese Government, and to the Governments of other Powers having 
Go with China, that the Convention will not be ratified by the 

jueen. 





Foreign Yretelligence, 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampore, Jaly 25. 

As the inhabitants of this city are more devoted to commerce than 
war, one of the most interesting and important questions was to ascer- 
tain, as soon as possible, the intentions of the belligerents with regard to 
privateers, blockades, and other subjects of international law, that na- 
turally crop up when a war breaks out. Prussia, with praiseworthy 
promptitude, has already make known her line of conduct, which is the 
game as she observed in the war of 1866: viz., to respect private pro- 
perty at sea as wellason land. It is therefore decided that no Ger- 
man ships of war can capture any French vessels or their cargoes, 
without any reference to reciprocity, and orders to that effect have 
been issued accordingly. It may be said in objection to this that they 
are mere empty words, ag the Germans have no cruisera to capture, 
nor the French any merchant ships to be captured, which is no doubt 
true to a certain extent; but at all events it shows the good feeling 
that animates the German policy. Up to the present time nothing is 
known of the intentions of the French, farther than the notice in the 
Journal Oficiel, that German vessels would be allowed thirty days to 
quit French poris. But it is feared there is but little chance of re- 
ciprocity with regard to the respecting of private property at sea as 
a general principle, though they are bound by the Paris Declarations 
of 1856 to admit the rights of neutrals; that the flag covers the cargo, 
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that enemy's goods in neutral vessels are inviolable, and that blockades, 
to be respected by neutrale, must be effective. 

It is believed here that the French intend to blockade the Elbe, the 
Weser, and the Eyder, in the North Sea, and also some of the Baltic 
ports; but unless the blockading ships have very good pilots on board 
—which it is well known the French do not, possess—they will not be 
able to effect an entrance into the rivers, far less come up to Ham- 
burg and Bremen, as measures have been taken to prevent that by the 
removal of the floating lightships, beacons, and buoys that mark the 
navigable channel, which makes it extremely difficult even for the 
experienced local pilots to bring veasels up and down the rivers in 
safety ; in addition to which I may add that at the mouth of the Elbe 
and of the Weser stone ships have been moored in position, which can 
be scuttled and sunk in ten minutes on the actual approach of the 
enemy ships of war, and thus atill more effectually prevent their en- 

rance. 

Though Hamburg is so pre-eminently a commercial city, it looks 
at prceene much more like a garrison; for trade is altogether lamed, 
and the streets are enlivened by the presence of large bodies of troops 
arriving from the surrounding country, and after being fitted out with 
their uniforms, accoutrement-, and arms, they are sent on to the 
fronticr provinces, which are likely to become—at all events ia the 
firat instance—the theatre of a long and sanguinary conflict, for no 
one places any faith in the delusion that it will be short and decisive, 
because it was so in 1366. That this state of affairs should tend still 
more to cripple business is not to be wondered at, and under ordinary 
circumstances it would create great inconvenience, as most of the 
clerks in mercantile offices have received orders to join their regi- 
ments. I may here instance one of our principal houses, who is thus 
deprived of no less than thirteen of their young men ; but the prin- 
cipals have everywhere behaved in the most patriotic spirit, having 
intimated that their situations thus vacated will be kept open till their 
return, and, moreover, that their salaries will be continued to be paid 
to them whilst with thearmy. It is no doubt an inconvenience to do- 
mestic comfort to have strange soldiers billeted upon private familier, 
but in the present spirit of patriotic enthusiasm no one sceme to mind, 
and cheerfully give the best they have to the defenders of the Vater- 
land. Thus, in the house I inhabit there are no less than eightcen 
at this moment, three of whom are billeted on yourcorrespondent. I 
must say they behave themselves well, and give no cause of complaint. 

With regard to the alleged treaty between France and Prussia the 
semi-official Correspondance of Berlin says the draftis in the hand- 
writing of M. Benedetti, and is in the archives of the Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs. The paper goes on to say, “ Already, before the 
war of 186%, France had offered her alliance to Prussia, with a promise 
to declare war against and to attack Austria with an army of 300,000 
men, provided that Prussia would consent to make certain territorial 
cessions to France on the left bank of the Rhine.” It is officially an- 
nounced that the Pruesian Government has informed the British Am- 
bassador, Jord Loftus, that the draft in M. Benedetti's handwriting, 
with whiclwLord Loftus is acquainted, was open to his lord:hip's in- 
spection at any moment,

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, July 27, 

The main question of tho day is whether Holiand will be dragged 
into war, and be made to fight entirely against her will because war 
suits the purposes or gratifies the passions of one or morc nations of 
the Continent. That Holland will do her utmost to keep out of the 
war is certain, but the question is—will it be possible to keep aloof 
from a conflict which may affect our interests in a most important de- 
gree? Some days ago there scemed a very fair probability that we 
should not be involved, as both combatants had given the most posi~ 
tive assorances that they should respect the neutrality of both Holland 
and Belgium. But what is to be thought since 7’he Times published 
the draft of the treaty between France and Prussia? It cannot bea 
matter of indifference to us that within the last four years France 
should have proposed to Prussia to conclude an offensive and defensive 
alliance, one of the objects of which should be to bind Prussia to give 
the Emperor armed assistance in case he should be led to undertake 
the conquest of Belgium, and to support France with the whole army 
and navy of Prussia against every Power which in thatevent might declare 
war againsther. Indeed, this prospect is most alarming, the more be- 
cause the French official press does not cease to direct attention towards 
Holland. Whilst one portion of it pretends to see in the firm asser- 
tion of our neutrality an anti- Prussian tendency, the France continues 
to pour out accusations upon our kingdom. The Correspondence au 
Nord Est says openly that France is not quite sure about the neutra- 
lity of Holland. Intelligent Dutchmen cannot help sceing a signi- 
ficance in these incessant attacks. If I had to sum up the feeling pre- 
vailing here I could only say that, if fear for the independence of the 
country is entertuined, it is not fear of danger from the Germans, but 
that France will seize an opportunity to violate our neutrality. In the 
meanwhile, the whole country still rings with military preparations. 

Of course, there is but little except war news ; topics of the day are 
that Mr. van Naamen van Ecmnes, M.P., has presented a horse to the 
army ; that Mr. Knoop, M.P., has resigned his seat to have command of 
a division ; that Mr. So-and-so has given twenty rifles, &c. I only pick 
up from the Nederlandsche Industricel a very remarkable report upon 
the Kast India Railways, made by the engineer, Mr. Grol. He states 
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that the disappointment could not be obviated, because it was obvious 
that the capital of fourteen millions was too small to construct the 
works, and that the engincers did not know the state of the grounds 
go well but that now and then some accidents happened. Mr. Grol, 
however, is of opinion thot these misfortunes could not be prevented 
and that a minute examination and boring of the ground, if this had 


"been possible, would have cost more than is spent in repairs. 


I need not say that business has come to a complete standstill, and 
at the Bourse a panic prevails day after day. The Bank of Holland 
has again rained its rate of discount by 4 per cent. Fears pre- 
vail that we shall hear shortly of many failures. Mill now 
only some houses of small standing have stopped payment. The 
transport by our steamers to England is enormous. Thousands of pas- 
gengers and school-children come down the Rhine from various places 
and procced to England. The noble river is now, instead of being 
crowded by tourists, left utterly desolate, not a single craft being al- 
lowed to pass either up or down. 

The Dutch Missionary Society has held its annual meeting. The 
report was not very favourable. The accounts showed a deficit, which, 
however, was covered hy the favourable balance of last year. The ex- 
penses for 1871 are estimated at f.88,000.

THE FRENCH IN CHINA. 
(THE GLOBE.) 

It is to be hoped that amid all the cares and anxieties that harass 
and perplex France at the present crisis, she will yet find time and 
means to avenge the insult that has lately been offered to her flag and 
religion by the massacre of the French Consul and priests at the hands 
of the Chinese mob at Tientsin. The position of the French beyond 
that of any other foreign people in China requires that such insult 
should be promptly and fully avenged. The French diplomatist suc- 
cinctly and truthfally expressed the relative positions occupied by the 
various nationalities when he said, “The English come to China 
with their commerce, we with our ideas.” Unfortunately for 
France, the matter-of-fact Chinaman has a decided preference for 
our commerce over her ideas. It is the one thing that makes our 
presence at all endurable to the mass of the people. The Government 
derives a large revenue from our trade, and the mercantile and lower 
clas-es fatten on our substance. But to none of these large sections 
of the community do the French bring anything but vexation of spirit. 
In time of war they are in the habit of acting on the unpleaeant principle 
of making war support war, and when peace reigns they neither help to 
enrich the merchants nor to fill the Imperial exchequer. Their only in- 
terest in China is the Roman Catholic religion, which next to or even be- 
fore opium the Chinese Government look on as the greatest curse to the 
country, and which, from its very nature, is more difficult to support and 
protect than the commercial interests of other countries. With self- 
abnegation beyond all praise the priests have wandered into the very 
heart of the Empire; but, with less discretion, they have very con- 
atantly shown themselves only too willing to interfere between their 
converts and the native authorities; which, added to the isolated posi- 
tion of their mission establishments, bas frequently invited attack, an 
invitation which the Chinese mob has never been loth to accept, and 
hence have arisen those cruel massacres which have periodically mul- 
tiplicd martyrs and ehocked the civilised world during the Jast two 
hundred years. 

Suffering under these disadvantages the task of raising the popular 
fory against the priests is an easy one. They are in the habit of buy- 
ing young children to adopt and educate as Christiane. This is quite 
enough to supply the mob leaders with materials for the wildest 
charges against them. “ Don't think,” they eay to the people, ‘‘ that 
these foreign devils buy your children for any good purpose. Their 
object is only to murder them, that they may bury their bodies 
under the foundations of their houses for good luck, and make 
medicines from their brains and charms from their blood, to 
pervert the ignorant from the religion of Confucius to their own 
deceitful teachings.” These, or similar words, we shall find have 
been used to instigate the mob to attack the French missionaries at 
Tientsin and Nanking. And now, what steps will the French Govern- 
ment probably take to punish the offending nation? Fortunately for 
it, both placcs are situated on navigable rivers, and are neither of 
them defendcd by any formidable works. As far, then, as the local 
mobs are concerned, the French, with the naval forces at their com— 
mand, which they possess at Shanghai and Japan, will have no diffi- 
culty in inflicting the well-merited chastisement. But the situa- 
tion requires that something more than this should be done. The 
Central Government should be held responsible for such outbreaks, 
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and should be made to feel, by the presence of a French army at Pe- 
king, that they have sinned. An expedition to Peking would present 
fewer obstacles to the French than to any other nation. At Saigon 
they have a considerable force of ‘ Zephyrs,” who, though morally 
speaking they are the scum of the French army, yet can never be ac- 
cused of having ever, cither in Algeria, Saigon, or China, the en- 
forced scenes of their service, shown any backwardness to fight. An 
army of these men might be landed within eighty miles of Peking in 
little more than a fortnight from Cochin China, and, a landing once 
effected, they could make their own terms. What those terms will be 
remains to be seen. France has long had a hankering after the Island 
of Chusan, and the recent outrages form a very plausible pretext for 
the necessity of having some basis for operations either in or in the 
immediate neighbourhood of China. 


THE INDIA AND CHINA LAND ROUTE. 

The last number of the Gazette of India gives publicity to a corre- 
spondence between the Viceroy and the King of Burnet in regard to 
the extension of trade in the direction of South-Western China. The 
Viceroy, after referring to the edict in which his Majesty promised that 
the expedition organised under Major Sladen in 1868 for the explora- 
tion of the old caravan route between the Irrawaddy and Yunan should 
be furthered and assisted by every available means at his disposal, ex- 
pressed his regret that, though several of the objects for which it was 
instituted had been accomplished, the officers who composed it had 
met with serious opposition at Bhamo and Ponsee, both of which 
places are situated in the King’s territories. Apart from this opposi- 
tion, the Viceroy intimated his assurance that the various tribes 
through whose country the expedition passed were in favour of the re- 
newal of the old trade, and that they had given evident proofs of their 
disposition to co-operate in a work as interesting as it was likely to be 
profitable to themselves. His Excellency preferred to believe that 
those who threw obstaclesin the way of the undertaking had acted 
in disobedience of the royal proclamation and in disregard of his 
Majeaty’s orders. In his opinion it was only necessary for the King 
to expreas his desire and determination to favour the project in order 
to induce his officials to do likewise. His Majesty had shown what 
was his own inclination by placing one of his own steamera at the 
disposal of the party when they left Mandalay, and the Viceroy was 
persuaded that the King was as solicitous as he had been in the com- 
mencement to give his active support. He concluded his letter by de- 
claring how great was the interest of the British nation in the develop- 
ment of commerce with the districts bordering on Her Majesty's 
dominions, and how anxious the British Government was to co- 
operate with his Majesty in so noble an enterprise. By the appoint- 
ment of a British officer to reside at Bhamo, to which the King had 
agreed, great hope was entertained that good would result to the 
merchants of both nations. The King, in his answer, alludes to the 
prosperous times previous to the outbreak of the war between the Chi- 
nese and the Panthays, when an ambassador came once in ten years 
from China with royal letters and presents, and when the opening of the 
‘¢ gold and silver road of commerce ” gave a vast impetus to the trade 
of the country, and a corresponding increase to the customs revenue. 
When peace had been established between the belligerents he enter- 
tained no doubt that trade would again revive, and intercourse be as 
secure as formerly. Whenever a suitable opportunity occurred his 
Majesty was ready to help to the utmost of his power any English 
expedition that might hereafter be deputed to investigate further the 
Chinese route. As to the “ misunderstanding” between the English 
officers and the Governor and other officials at Bhamo, his Majesty 
was inclined to ascribe it to the mutual ignorance of cach other's cus- 
toms and rules of etiquette. He hoped that the Viceroy would take the 
same view of the.matter. For his own part, far from making any invi- 
dious distinction between Burmese and English, he looked forward to 
increasing prosperity for the latter in his own dominions, and he was 
convinced that the wealth which the subjects of both countries now 
enjoyed might fairly be attributed to the improved state of intercourse 
and the amicable relations which treaty alliances had brought about 
between the two Governments, At present, I may remark, nothing 
would be gained by a further expedition. We know that we have 
nothing to fear from the Khakhyens and the Shans, whenever we en- 
deavour to revive the trade. hey look forward to the advantages 
which will accrue to them as carriers and purveyors. Up to Momien, 
the extreme point to which Major Sladen penetrated, we are sure of 
our ground. Beyond that all is uncertainty. he Mahometan rebels 
have still to establish themselves firmly in Yunan. Solitary towne, 
like Talifoo, are said to be in their possession. But the Chinese Go- 
vernment is still contending for the mastery of the province, and dis- 

uting the occupation of every district by their rivals. Till civil war 
is at an end, any advance on our part beyond Momien wou'd not only 
be dangerous but futile, for we can expect no interchange of commodi- 
ties with a population whose country is being harried, and who with 
fhe greatest difficulty provide themselves with the bare necessaries of 
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SILK IN CALIFORNIA. 

The Atta Caljfornia of the 30th ult. contains the following remarks 
upon the progress of silk culture in California :—The demand in 
Europe for raw silk and silkworms’ eggs is constantly on the increase, 
in the double ratio of greater number of peopte and lJa-ger distribution 
of wealth, which allows a greater consumption of silk. Nevertheless, 
the damage done to the culture in the silk countries by disease among 
the worms is such a8 to make manofacturers dependent, to a greater 
extent annually upon foreign countries for the raw material. Europe 
collectively now purchases annually a value of ¢160,000,000, of raw 
silk, and $10,000,000 worth of eggs. This is the season for the pur- 
chase of the latter, and this year there is an unusually great demand. 
We piblisked a few days since a nottee of a letter fom Betsiges, in 
Fratice, directed to Mayor Selby, asking the price of Mikworms’ ogg 5 
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and yellow cocoons in the State. The railroad has now brought us a 
number of agents for French, Italian, and other silkworm indastries, 
who are on their way to Japan-by the steamer of the 1st, to make pur- 
chases of eggs, and their orders will reach some $6,000,000, to be 
drawn in favour of Japan. We have commented upon this exchange 
operation under the commercial head of this day's paper. These 
gentlemen have been very active in visiting the various companies 
of this State, and have expressed the greatest admiration for 
the prospects of that interest. Among others they have visited 
the California Silk Culture Company, near Sacramento, which is 
exceedingly flourishing this year. They have raised 3,000,000 
worms. ‘The cocoons attracted great attention. They have for 
gale some 4,000 ounces of eggs, of the well known French variety. 
These are worth in the neighbourhood four dollars per ounce, and 
the raw silk ten dollars. All thesilk establishments in the State have 
not done well this year. From some undefined causes failures have 
been met with. Asa whole, the interest is very growing. The 
French variety generally propagated is the best known and most ad- 
mired in Europe. It is larger and more marketable, and it is that 
which in Europe has most suffered from disease in the last few years. 
The outlet for the sale of the eggs is immense, and the development 
of the interests here will lead to great results. For instance, the Cali- 
fornia Silk Culture Company, from the present stock, will, with a fair 
seagon next year, have 170,000 ounces of eggs disposable, which 
is a value of $700,000, and in five years they may raise 1,500,000 eggs. 
The causes of failures in some places will be constantly discovered and 
removed, until a uniform large crop may be obtained, and there is no 
reason why we should not at least rival Japan in the sales. 








LABUAN. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says :—An admirable practice seems to have 
prevailed until quite lately at Labuan with regard to destitute sick, 
and which is well worth the attention of boards of guardians in this 
country. Among the reports just printed “exhibiting the present 
atate of Her Majesty a colonial possessions” is a copy of a despatch 
from Governor Pope Hennessy to Lord Granville, dated January 25 last, 
in which, speaking of the establishment of a civil hospital, he says that 
on his arrival in Labuan in 1867 he found it was the practice to treat 
the destitute sick asifthey were criminals. In the absence of any civil 
hospital they were always sent to prison. The following memorandum 
was made in the early part of 1868 by Mr. Warren, gaoler, in reply 
to an inquiry on this point :—“ Sick people are regularly committed 
and sent into prison for treatment, in general for one month, but in 
some cases for two or three months. Sometimes they are further de- 
tained by order of the colonial surgeon. They wear prison clothes and 
use prison bedding. They receive full rations, as the able-bodied 
convicte, besides extras as hospital comforts, by order of the colonial 
surgeon. They occupy the prison cells, which are only adapted for 
prisoners.” We might improve on this plan by sending our convicts 
to our lunatic asylums. Instead of sentencing a garotter to be flogged 
the judge might send him to Hanwell fora month; if he returned to 
his associates with his ribs smashed and his breastbone mysteriously 
broken we should hear little more of deeds of violence outaide the 
walls of an asylum. 


THE TEA TRADE IN AMERICA. 
The following particulars are from our Consul’s report at New York. 
We do not correct here the inaccuracies which appear :— 
In the tea trade the consumption was as under :—

The Consul remarks that “ the tea trade during the year 1868 was 
notable for its entire freedom from speculation, business being confined 
wholly to the requjrements of the demand for consumption. An in- 
creased consumption of Japan teas during 1867 and 1868, as com- 
pared with the two preceding years, is attributed to the defective 
quality of Oolong from China, with which dust was largely mixed, 
creating a prejudice against this description. Considerable parce's of 
tea were received during the latter part of last year by the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, v/a San Francisco and Panama. This ig a 
new feature, and by this route it is shown that the new crop can be 
laid down here two or three months earlier than by sailing ships. 
The receipts through this channel amounted to 510,454 Ibs. Green, 
201,837 lbs. Japan, 188,957 lbs. Black—a total of 901,248 lbs, the 
first of which were on market as early as September. But the com- 
pletion of the Pacific Railroad will doubtless supersede the importa- 
tion of teas by way of the Isthmus of Panama, and already, at the 
time I now write, shipments are being forwarded from San Francisco 
overland to the Western cities. Much will depend on the rate of rail- 
way freight. Should this not exceed five cents per lb. in gold, New 
York could be supplied more advantageously and cheaply by this than 
y the sea route. Even at a considerably higher toll, the Mississippi 

alley, Chicago, and the North-West will before long receive their 
whole supplies through San Francisco, one striking advantage being 
the freshness and consequently superior quality of the article. In- 
deed, the time cannot be distant when, by increasing the facilities and 
cheapening the cost of the transportation of teas across the Continent, 
the trade in teas at New York will be converted from an import into 
an export trade, and when this city will form a chief entrepot of teas, 
= well ag of silks and other light Asiatic products, for the supply of 
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San Francisco advices mention that two Chinamen had beeh arrested 
there for counterfeiting notes of the Chartered Bank of India, Aus- 
tralia, and China. A sam equal to about £7,500 of these notes, almost 
exactly like the genuine ones, was seized, ; 
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A return issued by the Suez Maritime Canal Company gives the 
following as the receipts since the opening in November last down 
to the end of June :—November, 1869, £.75,119; December, 
f.241,596 ; January, 1870, f.258,030; February, f.340,727 ; March, 
f.647,588 ; April, £377,270; May, £.486,982; June, f.817,117— 
total, £.3,244,616. 

On the question of draft and tare on Tea, which we have noticed 
in another column, we extract from the Produce Markets Review 
the following on super-tare, which it is now agreed shall be 
abolished :— 


The meaning of the first change resisted by the dealers, which {s calléd 
the ‘‘ super-tare’” question, is, perhaps, very little understood by the trade, 
and it is therefore well to explain in what it consists, that the retailers 
may be able to arrive at a decision on the point. Grocers will no dotbt 
have observed that, in addition to the pound draft allowed them on tea; 
the merchants’ tare is occasionally one pound in excess of that granted by 
the Customs, and that the allowance is, for instance, 23, 24, and 1 lbs, 
the first being the Customs’ tare, and the second being the trade tare and 
draft. The difference is accounted for as follows :—A certain number of 
chests, say twelve, are selected for taring ; the tea is emptied out, and thé 
twelve empty chests are found to weigh 280 lbs., or an average of 234, lbs. 
perchest. The fractions of a pound, being less than half-a-pound, are 
not allowed for by the Customs, and their tare is called 23 lbs. The prac- 
tice hitherto pursued with the merchants’ tare has been to allow all fractions 
of a pound to count as one pound, and the trade tare fixed in the case fh 
question would thus be 24 lbs. Had the weight of the twelve chests been 
2863 Ibs., or an average of over 23,4 Ibs., the Customs’ and trade tare 
would both have been 24 Ibs. By looking through their books, the grocers 
will notice that the cases in which the merchants’ tare (apart from the 
draft) exceeds the Customs’ tare are rare, but the proposed assimilation of 
the trade and Government methods of taring will of course, so far as it 
goes, be a loss to the retailers, 


The following circular has been issued in neat to the settle- 
ment of the Tea dispute, signed by Messrs. Magniac, Adamson, 
and Deacon. They also recommend, by a circular, that in future 
any proposed alterations in the Tea trade should be a matter of 
reference between importers and buyers :— 

Having conferred with Messrs. Peek, Harrison, and Edwards in regard 
to certain differences which have arisen respecting the terms of sale of 
Tea, we agree to recommend to the importers the following conditions, as 
suited to the present circumstances of the trade: — ; 

Tea to be sold on Customs’ weights and tares. The prompt of Teas 
weighed to be the first Friday on or after the expiry of three months from 
the day of sale. On Teas not weighed an additional week to be allowed. 
The allowance for draft to be made as at present, viz., 1 1b. upon every 
package weighing over 28 lbs. gross. Other terms and conditions as cus- 
tomary at present.

TEA. 

‘Transactions have been on a very small scale, and quotations are 
quite nominal. The dispute between importers and dealers about 
conditions of sale, referred to elsewhere, and the withdrawal of all 
shipping orders in consequence of the war, together with the absence 
of arrivals, are the causcs of the dulnegs which has prevailed. 

Messrs. Lloyd and Cheshire’s Circular is as follows :—Congou—Red 
Leaf: We have nochange to report in siftings ; low and dusty common 
is worth nominally 9d. to 10d., and common 11d.; small sales of good 
common have been made at 1s, to 1s. Ojd.; the few parcels of medium 
sold have brought full prices, and the stock in firat hand is firmly held, 
no doubt owing to the fact that telegraphic advices to the 2nd instant 
report the Foochow markct unopened. Souchong: There is very 
little doing in common to medium ; quotations are unchanged. Black 
Leaf: Siftings remain without change; small sales of common have 
been made at 114d. to 1z., and of medium at 1s. 2d. to Is. 3d.; the 
better kinds are neglected, as the Erl King with the first of the new 
crop is expected next week. There ia nothing doing in new makes. 
Oolong: Transactions have been very trifling ; offerings are confined 
chiefly to parcels of seasons 1868-69. Scented Tea: Spurious Sc. 
Caper is worth nominally 64d. to 7d., but there is little demand for 
anything but medium up to 1s. 6d. §.O. Pekoe continues dull of 
sale. There has been a little ingore for Foochow Pekoe. Green: 
Mosunes are still in request, but all other kinds of country Teas are 
neglected. Cantons are not in demand. Deliveries from the 13th to 
the 26th instant— 5,113,477 Ibs. 

Messrs. Kinnear, Hawes and Hertz’s Report says :—Our Tea market 
has been almost bare of any transactions during the past fortnight, 
chiefly owing to the discussions between the merchants and dealera, 
which have now fortunately resulted in a satisfactory settlement. We 
may therefore be justified in anticipating a more lively market, as the 
dealers, having withheld from buying to a great extent, must now 
replenish their reduced stocks. 

SILK. 

There is a complete suspension of business in the market ; quotations 
are purely nominal, and to effect sales a considerable reduction would 
have to besubmitted to. Red Peacocks can be bought at 258., and a 
few parcels of Tsatlee have been gold at a reduction of about 3s. per lb. 
Deliveries 1st to 27th inclusive; China, 2,263 bales ; Japan, 412 bales; 
total 2,675 bales. 

COFFEE. 


The market is without change. Since our last report there have 
been no public sales of Ceylon, and the private business therein has 
been of limited extent at prices which show a decline of 10s. to 15s. 
per cwt. for Plantation, and of 7s. to 82. for Native compared with 
those ruling previous to the declaration of war on the Continent. In 
other East India kinds there have been no transactions. The landings 
are 2,000 tons less than last year, the deliveries, although showing 
some decline from those in the previous week, being 270 tons in 
excess; the stock now shows a decrease of 1,000 tons, being the first 
for some time past. 

The quantity of Ceylon Coffee afloat for Great Britain is estimated 
as follows :— Plantation 314,255 cwt., against 280,342 cwt. at the cor. 
responding date of 1869; Native, 24,927 ewt., against 39,857 cwt. 
The quantity afloat for the Continent is 22,952 cwt. Plantation, against

of Coffee landed in the twenty-nine weeks ended July 23, 1870, was,

he quantity entered for home consumption was, of Ceylon, 5,982 
tons, against 6,276 tons; of all descriptions, 10,218 tons, againat 
10,411 tons. The quantity exported was, of Ceylon, 15,616 tons, 
against 13,621 tons; of all descriptions, 24,455 tons, against 23,711 
tons. The stock on July 23 was, of Ceylon, 12,916 tons, against 12,611 
tons; of all descriptions, 21,962 tons, against 22,994 tons. 


SUGAR. 

‘The business in East India is still very limited, there having been no 
public sales eince our last report; prices on the spot are however 
maintained, but fur floating cargoes easier rates have been accepted. 
By private contract, 600 baskets fine strong Java have been sold at 
85s. 9d. (duty 5s. 3d. to 6s.), and 15,000 bags low brown Manila at 
20s. 6d. percwt. Although the landings at this time last year were 
large they are exceeded by those in the present, which consist almost 
wholly of British West India, by 2,000 tons, and the deliveries being 
250 tons lesz, a further accumulation is caused in the stock, the surplus 
now being about 19,000 tons. 

The quantity of Sugar landed in the twenty-nine weeks ended 
July 23, 1870, was, of Penang, 2,277 tons, against 1,995 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1869 ; of Manila, Java, and China, 13,761 tons,

The Bengal, Burgess, Cardiff to Singapore, which put into Rio Janejro 
June 12, with part of the crew of the Royal Berkshire, was disabled. 

The Henry Grenfell, Penrose, from Singapore to Liverpool, which 
arrived at St. Helena June 25, encountered on April 20, in Jat. 15 S., 
long. 102 E.,a cyclone, the centre bearing N.W.; the vessel, which 
was under bare poles, was under water for seven hours. 

The Zeenimph, Van Roggen, from Batavia to Ameterdam, which 
arrived at St. Helena June 24, experienced heavy weather from April 











15 to 20, in lat. 8 S., long. 104 E., during which her foretopmast was 
carried away ; off Cape Good Hope, from June 2 to 5, she experienced 
severe weather, with a very heavy sea, during which her sails were blown 
away,and a boat knocked to pieces. 

The City of Agra, Ellwood, from Manila to London, which arrived in 
Table Bay on the 9th June, put in for repairs, having sprung her 
bowsprit and carried away her bapstay in the gales off the coast. ~ 

Advices from Port Elizabeth, dated 15th June, state that two ealea 
have taken place of damaged coffue, ex Hanover, Burgess, from Co- 
lombo to London, which put into Algoa Bay on the 23rd of May, 
leaky; one realised £1,146, and the other £1,499. 

The Jacob and Christine, from Amsterdam to Sourabaya, arrived at Fal- 
mouth on the 26th July, with damage through collision with a steamer. 

The Liverpool (Amer. ship), from New York to London, was in col- 
lision at three a.M., 26th July, off the Lizard, with the Fusi Yama, 
bound from London to Hong Kong, which sunk almost immediately : 
master, two men, and two boys drowned ; the remainder of the crew 
got on board the Liverpool.
